The deafening blast shattered 
seores.of windows, blew out a big 
portion of a wall in the commis- 
sion waiting room, on the fifth 
floor of the California state build- 
ing, and brought throngs from 
nearby buildings in the civic cen- 
ter.

While it is not a good policy to place too much emphasis 
on the results of any one state, the smashing victory of Har- 
old E. Stassen in Wisconsin Tuesday was significant for 
several reasons, the major one wveing that for all practical 
purposes it eliminated Gen. MacArthur from any considera- 
tion for the presidency. 


The general's supporiers had been loud in their claims 
that MacArthur would net only sweep Wisconsin but that 
the impact of his “triumph” would snowball throughout the 
nation and bring him the Republican nomination on the 
convention floor next June. To make the defeat more crush- 
ing for MacArthur was the fact that he had been boomed 
as a “favorite son’ and it was acknowledged even by his 
followers that his strongest support would have to come 
from Wisconsin. For a “favorite son” not to even carry 
his own siate is a disastrous defeat no matter what kind of 
political “crystal gazing’’ you choose to do. 


The alleged political “prophets” had almost unanimously 
agreed that MacArthur would carry the Badger state. Ray- 
mond Moley, for example, based his entire reasoning on 
the fact that since Truman was assured of the Democratic 
nomination many Democrats would vote on the GOP bal- 
lot and that they would vote for MacArthur. What Mr. 
Moley and many others overlooked was the fact there 
were many veterans of World War II in Wisconsin who 
served with MacArthur in the Pacific and everybody knows 
how the average ex-G.l. feels about the supreme commander 
in Tokyo. 


Another factor overlooked was the fact that Stassen, as 
an ex-governor of the neighboring state of Minnesota, was 
well known to the people of Wisconsin. His record there 
was an outstanding one and in the minds of many people 
in’ the surrounding states of Minnesota, Stassen has been 
presidential timber for a number of years. 


Tho showing of Gov. Dewey was a surprise to many 
people here as well as the rest of the nation? Only four 
years ago the same Mr. Dewey all but obliterated the late 
Wendell Willkie in Wisconsin and his supporters felt that 
he still had plenty of vote-getting allure left, although at no 
time were they very optimistic about the outcome.

It will be recalled that Stassen has in every ad- 
dress unequivocally stated his posiiion on such matters as 
preparedness, the United Nations. outlawing of the com- 
munist party, need for a stronger air force and many others. 
As he himself has said repeatedly his stand on almost 
anything that should be of interest to the American people 
is “crystal clear.” 


Perhaps that's why the peopie of Wisconsin voted for 
“blacked
